"Ive known Lori for a long time and 
all this time we have just been getting 


closer and closer,’’ he said. | 


"I met her on my second modelling 
job, before she started doing Edge Of 
Night. But she lives in New York, and 
that's why I haven't gotten that close to 


her.’ 
Chris met Diane Lane at the Golden 


Globes Award ceremony. 


"She is the first girl I have met in Los 
Angeles who wasn't out just to get me, so 
I have been having a great time with 


her," said Chris. 


"We get along really well. I can just 
call her up and ask her to do the simple 
things that I enjoy . . . going out for din- 
ner or to a concert.” 


But he admitted he was looking for 
something lasting: ‘‘I want a lot more 
than a brief friendship.’

WHEN FLANNELLED fools start 


spilling on to every available village 
green from Land's End to the Scot- 
tish border, you know the English 
cricket season has begun. 

But this year England's great cricket 
fanatic, Michael Parkinson, will not be 
joining the crowds at Lord's or The Oval 
or Edgbaston. He's 17,000 km away in 
Sydney, Australia, where the local 
cricketers have packed their creams 
away until spring and the footy season is 
in full swing. 


It's a glorious warm, sunny day in. 


Sydney and that's one of the reasons 
which brought him to Australia. 

“The last two cricket seasons over 
there haven’t been worth bothering 
about,’’ he said. 


“The weather has been wet and 


depressing.'' 

He sincerely hopes it will be fine for 
the Australian tour ánd he plans to watch 
all the England-Australia Test matches by 
satellite in the luxury of his hotel suite. 

- No doubt some of his cricketing chums 
will be watching the tests in person. 

People like David Frost and John 
. Alderton, both keen cricketers who have 
appeared with Michael in one-day 
celebrity matches in England. 

Parkinson, who said modestly he could 
have become a minor county cricket star 
if first journalism and then television 
hadn’t interrupted his sporting career, 
recalls some of those matches with gusto. 

In one match at Lord’s, David Frost 
was wicketkeeping and the magnificent 
West Indian fast bowler, Wes Hall, was 
making a comeback after a leg injury. 

Wes told Michael he planned to bowl a 
few fast balls just to see if the old magic 
was still there. But Michael told David 
only to expect a slow off-break. 


There was David Frost, squatting right 


behind the wicket, wondering why Wes 
Hall was taking a 40-metre run-up. 
“Old Wes came in and let the ball go 


and it whistled straight past David to the ۱ 


fence,'' said Michael. 

"David didn't even move. Then he 
turned to me — I was fielding in slips — 
and said: ‘You bastard, you could have 
killed me and my mother is watching in 
the stand.’ ”’ m 

On another occasion, Michael and ac- 
tor John Alderton were team-mates 
with one of Parky’s all-time great 
TERETE, idols, Sir Garfield Sobers. 











` On the opposing team was the demon 
English fast-bowler Bob Willis. 

He bowled two lethal bouncers at 
Parky and took out his middle stump 
with the third ball. 


*I walked off and met John Alderton 


walking in,’’ Michael said. 
‘He said to me: ‘Is this guy for real?’ 


and I told him: ‘Tm sorry, John, but I 


think he is.' 

‘His first ball took John’s hat off and 
then his skipper retired him after he had 
bowled only four balls.’ 

Back in the pavilion, Michael and John 
watched Garfield Sobers go out to bat. 
The opposing skipper brought Willis back 
on to bowl. 

‘My friend Garfield had not been well 
pleased with what had been happening 
out there,’’ Michael said. 

“He hit the first ball from Willis 


straight back at him and it went like a 


shell. It went past Willis head high and it 
never rose more than six feet off the 
ground before it hit the fence and bounc- 
ed back bloody hard. 

. **He scored 120 in 80 minutes and took 


-Willis apart. It was marvellous and I just 


sat there and loved it. My revenge by my 
mate.

It was after another charity game in 
Sheffield, and Michael, alone in the 
dressing-room, had just stepped naked 
out of the shower.

SHOOTING your way on to a 
Hollywood sound stage is a rather 
unorthodox method of entering the 
acting profession. But that’s how 
Steve Kanaly wound up a target for 
whirring cameras as ranch foreman 
Ray Krebbs in Dallas. 


Born a mere rifle shot from the 
Warner Bros studios in Burbank, the 34- 
year-old actor-outdoorsman worked in | | 
gun clubs as a youngster and financed his | 
college education as a club manager and 
shooting instructor after a two-year hitch 
in Vietnam with the First Air Cavalry 
Division in 1966-67. | 

. ** A year of nearly constant jungle com- 
bat tapped me out,’’ Kanaly said. 

"Lots of my clients at the gun club 
were actors, screen writers and direc- 
tors. 

"In 1969, I met John Milius, who was 
just out of college and working on the 
screenplay of Apocalypse Now. We sat 
around talking for hours about my Viet- 
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nam experiences.'' | 

Impressed with Kanaly's dramatic war 
experiences and expertise with guns, 
Milius offered the veteran a job on 
Apocalypse Now as a technical adviser. 

Political realities shelved the project 
until Francis Ford Coppola completed it 
last year. |. — 

As time wore on, Milius talked the 
searching Kanaly into considering acting 
as a full-time profession. Two projects | 
promptly fell through, and he kept 
shooting for a living. | 

He said: “Some months after 
Apocalypse Now collapsed, Milius was set 
to direct another picture he had written, 
The Life And Times Of Judge Roy Bean, 
starring Paul Newman and, ironically, 
giving Victoria Principal her film debut, 
too. | | 

"Then Milius was bought out and the 
producers hired John Huston to direct. 
But he didn't give up and eventually 
brought Huston over to the gun club. 
We talked a little, and Houston said: 
‘Steve, how would you like to be in the 
movie? — I have great confidence in 
you.’ "' 


The film bombed at the box office, but 
Kanaly never looked back. | 


Small but juicy parts soon followed — 
The Wind And The Lion, Dillinger, 
Sugarland Express and Midway. 


His hiring for Dallas was almost anti- 
climactic: Kanaly was sent to audition for 
the producers; they called him with an 
offer two days later. | 

A genuine, low-key country-boy per- 
sonality (though a big-city product who 
only comes close to the range on Dallas 
sets), Kanaly is also ambitious and hard 
driving. | 

I spent this whole past season trying 
to make up my mind as to whether or not 
to stay with the show,’’ he said. 


“But, as Dallas became number 
oneish, I decided I couldn’t quit a win- 
ner.”

MARY WARD, the actress who has 
returned to the Prisoner series, 
has revealed the loneliness of her 
own life which helped her relate to 
her role as an elderly prison lag. 

Mary plays Mum, one of its most 
popular early characters. 

After suffering from a thyroid com- 
plaint, which forced her to leave the 
series 12 months ago, Mary came back 
to Prisoner this month. 

In the series, she harbors inmate Bea 
smith (Val Lehman) when Bea escapes 
from Wentworth Detention Centre. 

Mary, one of the original cast members 
of Prisoner, left the series in 1979 when 
her workload increased. 

"f left because they started to do two 
hours of Prisoner a week. Carol Burns, 
Margaret Lawrence and Richard Moir 
left at the same time,’’ Mary said. 


Mary went back into the series in 
September 1979, but she stayed only a 
few months, because doctors diagnosed a 
"lazy eye. 

1 developed fluid behind my right 


eye, which made my eye protrude. I had 
medical treatment to take the fluid 
away, but the muscles in the eye got soft 
and soggy.’ 

Then Mary had problems with her 
other eye. 


“The muscles. in my left eye were not 
working as quickly as the right eye, and I 


was almost seeing double.’’ 
These problems set off some exag- 
gerated rumors about Mary’s health. 


Mary had no family to fall back on dur- 


ing that time. From the age of 12, she 
had to fend for herself in boarding 


‘school. 


(T was independent at an early age,”’ 

Mary said. 

She became a prominent radio an- 
nouncer with the ABC. 

When she was in her early twenties she 
flew to England alone to seek work. 

She said she was considered ''pretty 
odd” at the time. 

“All my friends were getting married, 
but I had no intention of doing that,” 
Mary said. 





“T wasn’t very career-minded, but I 
just loved the theatre and wanted to try 
my luck in England. 


"I never thought I was doing anything 


courageous. It didn’t bother me that I 


didn’t know anyone in England, because 
you always make friends in the theatre. 


‘‘My career started to take shape in 


England between 1948 and 1956. I dida - 


lot of theatre and commercial television, 
and radio with the BBC. 

"I was never a well-known actress, but 
I wasn’t out of work.’’ 

In 1956, Mary came back to Australia 
and has been here ever since. 

She married the late Brian Breheny, 
then general manager of Carlton and 
United Breweries. 


“We married in 1960 aud we were 


together for 12 years before Brian died - 


of cancer,’ she said. 

The couple had no children, which 
never worried Mary. 

“Having no children of my own doesn’t 
mean I can't act like a mother on TV,” 
she said. 

‘Tf I had to play a murderess, l would 
have no trouble.’ 

Mary’s Prisoner character landed in 
Wentworth Detention Centre for com- 
mitting euthanasia. 

"I like Mum, and I try not to make her 


too weak. I try and make her strong, not - 


soppy,’ Mary said. 


“She's a loner. She has a family, but 


they don’t seem to be terribly close. 

"I'm not sure whether I'll be coming 
back into Prisoner at a later stage, but 
the door is open Decals’ they haven’t 
killed Mum off.’’ 

Late last year, Mary went back to 


England for a holiday and to look up 
. some of her old friends. ۱ 


T Saw some shows.and a few active 
chums,’’ she said.

In the early 1950s Belafonte was work- 
ing < days as a janitor’s assistant and spen- 

ng his nights as the lead in a Harlem 
play y called Days Of Our Youth. 

Poitier was his understudy. 

“I used to pay a guy a dollar a night to 
naul the garbage for me at 8 o’clock so I 
could do my performance," Belafonte 
recalls. ; 

One night the man couldn't show up 
and because I really needed the job I 


couldn't perform that night so Sidney 


stood i in. 

"They were casting for an all-black 
play downtown and that night they came 
uptown looking for people. Sidney got 
the part. It was a terrible play — I think 
it lasted three days — but during that 
time 20th Century-Fox flew a scout east 
to hunt for an actor to play opposite 
Richard Widmark in a film called No Way 
Out. | 

"He saw Sidney Poitier, flew him to 
California, gave him a screen test and he 
got the movie. 

"He got it because of my garbage job. 
Every time he gets out of line, to humble 
him, I remind him that his career was 
made on garbage.'' 

But there was a period of two years 
when Belafonte and Poitier did not speak 
to each other. | ۱ 

Belafonte refuses to reveal the 
disagreement, except to say: ‘It was 
around polities and around a specific 
social issue. It had to do with the death of 


Dr Martin Luther King and that’s as 


much as I will say. 


“If I thought that telling would give : 


some important insight to the community 
and be instructive and informative I 
wouldn’t hesitate to talk about it, but I 
see nothing beneficial in discussing exact- 


ly what happened. But it wasn't 
frivolous. Sidney’s just not a frivolous 
person.’ 


Happily, the two actors, who first met 
on the day they both decided on careers 
in theatre, are friends again. 

In the pre-civil rights period of the 60s, 
Belafonte became one of the world’s 
favorite actors and singers with such hits 
as Jamaica Farewell, Mary’s Boy Child, 
Island In The Sun and, probably the most 
popular of all, Banana Boat (Day-O). 





However, Hings were not always good 


. for the black performer. 


During his first engagement in Las 


. Vegas he was instructed not to enter the 


hotel through the front door, not to eat 
in the public areas, not to consort with 
the women in the show and to stay away 
from the strip in the black àrea of town. 
"When I asked to get out of my con- 


tract, they told me the only way would be 


in a box,’’ Belafonte says. 

.He immediately called some "friends" 
in Harlem. The next night a limousine 
picked him up from the black section of 
Las Vegas and moved him into the hotel 
where he was performing. He had little 
more trouble. 

“Somebody in the right place had 
touched bases,” he grins. 

Despite the calypso influence in his 
music, Belafonte was born in Harlem, 


New York. From the age of one-and-a-. 


half to 13 he spent all but three years in 
the West Indies, where his parents felt 
he would get a better upbringing. 

Belafonte disagrees with their logic. 

“I missed very much not having my 
mother and my father,’’ he says. ‘‘I think 
that no matter the difficulties and 
dangers of an environment like New 


York city a child is always better off with 


his family.'' 

His speaking voice denies Belafonte’s 
unique vocal quality which endeared him 
to the world. 

[still have a great love for folk music 
and I constantly try to reproduce the 
sounds that I heard from gangs in the 
south in the early 50s. 

"I used to go down and spend weeks 
listening to road gangs working and 


singing. I'd tape them and come back and. 
try to reproduce the things I had heard, 


as authentically as possible. So there’s 

definitely a big difference between my 

speaking voice and my singing voice.’ 
Now a youthful-looking 54, Belafonte 


is throwing himself back into work after 
.a quiet period. 


He recently finished his first TV- 


: movie, Gambling's White Tiger in which | 


he portrays Eddie Robinson, a black col- 
lege football coach who produced one of 
the highest concentrations of profes- 
sional football players in America. 
Belafonte also recently released his 


first new album in many years called Lov- 
ing You Is Where I Belong. He is under- 


taking a seven-month tour in America, 
Australia and Europe to promote it: his 
longest tour ever. 

Belafonte's tour dates are: Sydney's 
Regent Theatre, June 17; Perth's Enter- 
tainment Centre, June 24; Adelaide 
Festival Theatre, June 26, Melbourne's 
Palais Theatre, June 30 and Brisbane 
Festival Hall, July 4.

"Then Ian Crawford, of Crawford Pro- 
ductions, contacted. me in England and 
asked if I was available for Holiday 
Island. He'd heard I had a great interest 
in coming home. This was very good tim- 
ing because we felt like it. | 

"I've always come back to Australia to 
work. In fact, last year was the only time 
I hadn't come back in about six years. 

“I came here and did Devils 
Playground (for which he won the 
Australian Film Institute's Best Actor 
award), Summerfield, Room At The Top 
for the ABC and the sequel to it the 
following year.
